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GOLF  COURSE 

The  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  Col- 
lege Golf  Course  is  scheduled  to  open 
for  play  in  the  near  future.  It  has  been  a 
long  wait  for  many  of  our  avid  golfers, 
and  it  has  been  a  costly  delay  for  the 
college.  Original  plans  were  for  the  golf 
course  to  stay  open  during  construction; 
however,  this  was  changed  when  the 
architect  revised  the  plans  mixing  the 
old  nine  holes  with  the  new  nine.  Origi- 
nally we  were  supposed  to  build  a  new 
nine  and  open  it  to  the  public  while 
reworking  the  old  nine. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  things  are 
looking  up.  On  Friday,  January  19,  a 
meeting  was  called  by  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Co-Lin  Wolf  Hollow 
Golf  Association.  This  is  a  new  group 
composed  of  charter  members  of  the 
golf  course.  Their  primary  responsibili- 
ties will  be:  (1)  to  serve  as  an  advisory 
committee  to  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  in  the  management  of 
the  golf  course  on  items  such  as  rules, 
fees,  policies  and  maintenance  of  the 
golf  course;  (2)  to  contribute  funds  to- 
ward the  operations  of  the  golf  course; 
(3)  to  serve  as  ambassadors  of  the  golf 
course;  and,  (4)  to  assist  management 
by  adhering  to  and  enforcing  the  poli- 
cies and  rules  of  the  club.  The  Execu- 
tive Committe  of  nine  members  are:  Mr 
Richard  Furr,  President;  Mr.  Shelton 
Rogers,  Vice  President;  Mr.  Albert 
Hennington,  Secretary/Treasurer;  Mr. 
JueleOwens;  Mr.  Pete  Dixon;  Mr.  Eddie 
Lee  Ashley;  Mr.  Tony  Mclnnis;  Mr.  Steve 
Amos;  and  Mr.  Jerry  Coon.  Three  mem- 
bers will  rotate  off  each  year  and  will  be 
replaced  by  a  vote  of  the  association. 

On  the  night  of  January  19,  it  was 
extremely  cold  and  I  almost  asked  them 
to  cancel  the  meeting  because  of  the 
weather.  I  am  glad  that  I  did  not  since 
over  125  golfers  came  for  this  meeting. 
During  the  meeting,  charter  member- 
ships and  fees  for  the  course  were  dis- 
cussed. Several  people  went  away  un- 
happyaboutthefeestructure,  primarily 
on  the  use  of  private  carts  on  the  course. 
Since  that  meeting  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee has  met  at  least  three  times  to 
review  this  section.  They  will  continue 
to  meet  and  represent  the  views  of  the 
golfers,  who  will  use  the  Co-Lin  Golf 
Course  over  the  next  few  years. 

The  charter  fees  are  paid  to  the 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College 
Foundation  and,  therefore,  are  tax-de- 
ductible. The  following  fee  structure  for

charter  members  has  been  set:  If  a 
charter  member  pays  $300,  he/she  will 
be  guaranteed  annual  fees  for  two  years 
at  $450  per  year  and  will  have  free  range 
balls  for  the  same  period.  If  one  pays 
$400,  he/she  will  have  a  guaranteed  fee 
or  $450  for  three  years  with  free  range 
balls  for  three  years.  Finally,  if  one  pays 
$500,  he/she  will  have  a  guaranteed  fee 
of  $450  for  four  years  with  free  range 
balls  for  the  same  period. 

The  regular  membership  fee  will  be 
$550  for  the  first  year.  These  fees  will  be 
evaluated  at  the  end  of  that  period  and 
changed  as  necessary. 

Funds  raised  by  charter  member- 
ships will  be  used  to  improve  the  golf 
course.  The  first  project,  to  add  Tifton 
419  grass  to  the  fairways,  will  improve 
play  and  will  also  be  easier  to  maintain, 
thereby  saving  on  the  operational  costs 
of  the  course.  Other  improvements  that 
the  management  recommends  will  be 
considered  by  the  charter  membership 
operating  through  the  advisory  commit- 
tee. 

During  the  meeting  on  January  19, 
the  group  by  popular  vote  named  the 
course  "The  Co-Lin  Wolf  Hollow  Golf 
Course."  This  name  was  chosen  from 
the  following  recommendations:  Wolf 
Hollow,  Wolf  Lakes,  Wolf  Run,  Wolf 
Ridge,  WolfShadows  and  Wolf  Revenge. 
These  names  had  been  recommended 
by  the  public  in  response  to  articles 
printed  in  district  newspapers.  The  group 
is  now  busy  working  on  a  fee  structure 
to  recommend  to  the  golf  committee  of 
the  board  of  trustees. 

They  met  with  the  golf  course  com- 
mittee of  the  board  of  trustees  onjanu- 
ary30.  The  Co-Lin  board  golf  commit-

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NLC  CELEBRATES  WOMEN  IN  LITERATURE 


Celeb  rated  scholarsand  writers  came 
together  May  30-June  1  in  Natchez  to 
explore  the  impact  women  and  women 
fictional  characters  have  had  on  life, 
culture  anci  the  arts  in  the  South 

"Southern  Women:  300  Years  of  In- 
fluence" was  the  theme  for  the  seventh 
annual  Natchez  Literary  Celebration, 
which  in  1995  was  named  winner  of  an 
Olympic  Humanities  Award  by  the  At- 
lanta Committee  for  the  Olympic  Games 
CulturalOlympiad. 

Many  of  the  1996  lecturers  at  the 
Celebration  also  were  award-winners, 
including  writer  William  Styron,  author  of 
the  1967  Pulitzer-Prize  winning  TheCon- 
fessions  of  Nat  Turner  and  the  best-seller 
Sophie  s  Choice,  winner  of  a  1979  Ameri- 
can Book  Award.  Styron  presented  "A 
Few  Women:  One  Writer's  View,"  which 
included  readings  by  the  author  from  his 
works  about  women,  specifically  South- 
ern women. 

Other  award-winning  writers   in- 


cluded poet  Nikki  Giovanni  of  Virginia  Tech 
University,  described  by  one  follower  as  "hon- 
est, searching,  complex,  lusty,  and,  above  all, 
individualistic";  and  Mississippi's  well  known 
Willie  Morris,  who  introduced  Mississippi  na- 
tive Myrlie  Evers-Williams,  chairman  of  the 
national  NAACP  board  of  directors.  Evers-Wil- 
liams presented  "Towardthe  2 1st  Century  with 
the  Betterment  of  Human  Relations." 

"The  conference  emphasized  the  role  of 
women  in  carrying  forward  ideals  and  ideas 
into  a  world  which,  with  its  technological 
potential,  requires  humanity's  reflection  more 
than  ever,"  said  Celebration  founder  and  co- 
chairman  Carolyn  Vance  Smith,  an  English 
instructor  at  Copiah-Lincoln  Commu  nity  Col- 
lege in  Natchez. 

in  an  age  when  television  and  radio 
dominate  people's  eyes,  ears  and  minds,  it  is 
imperative  that  some  avenue  tackle  the  lofty 
goals  of  reading,  listening,  thinking,  contem- 
plating and  exchanging  ideas."  Smith  said.

An  old-fashioned  tea  dance  at  National 
Historic  Landmark  house  Stanton  Hall  fol- 
lowed a  program  by  Dallas  columnist  and 
author  Marilyn  Schwartz,  author  of  TheSouth- 
ern  Belle  Primer,  whose  topic  was  "The 
Women  of  the  Old  South:  Alive  and  Well  in 
1996" 

Other  programs  featured  Margaret 
Mitchell  and  her  famousbook,  Gone  unththe 
Wind,  Mississippi's  Pulitzer-Prize  winning 
writer  Eudora  Welty  and  the  film  version  of 
her  short  story,  "A  Worn  Path";  Rachel  Jack- 
son, wife  of  President  Andrewjackson.  and 
Lucretia  Clay,  wife  of  Henry  Clay;  Natchez 
Indianwomen;  19th-century  feminist  writer 
KateChopin;  women  who  founded  the  first 
state-supported  institution  of  higher  learn- 
ing for  women;  and  Varina  Howell  Davis,

NLC  WINS  TOP  RECOGNITION 


The  Natchez  Literary  Celebration 
won  top  national  and  state  awards  du  r- 
ing  the  past  months.  In  July  1995,  the 
Celebration  won  an  Olympic  Games 
citation  for  outstanding  humanities  pro- 
gramming, one  of  23  events  in  the 
United  States  to  be  honored. 

Then  in  February  1996  the  Celebra- 
tion won  Best  Event  in  1995,  an  award 
presented  injackson  at  the  Governor's 
Conference  on  Tourism. 

Accepting  both  awards  was  NLC 
co-chairman  Carolyn  Vance  Smith  of 
Co-Lin,  founder  and  co-chairman  of  the 
Celebration. 

A  third  accolade  came  in  early  May 
when  Smith  was  joined  by  instructor  of 
Englishjudy  Daniels  Wiggins  injackson 
at  the  Eudora  Welty  Film  and  Fiction 
Festival,  where  they  discussed  "Vignettes 
of  Eudora  Welty  at  the  NLC."  Their  free 
presentation  was  at  the  Old  Capitol 
Senate  Chamber. 

The  seventh  annual  Natchez  Liter- 
ary Celebration  received  an  $11,000 
grant  from  the  National  Endowment  for 


the  Humanities  through  the  Mississippi  Hu- 
manities Council.  The  award  was  announced 
Jan.  26  by  Dr.  Cora  Norman,  MHC  director. 

"The  Literary  Celebration  grant  was  the 
largest  given  this  year,"  Norman  said.  "The 
next  grant  amount  was  for  $7,400.  Many, 
manygrant  applications  received  far  less  than 
that  or  nothing  at  all.  With  recent  budget  cuts 
from  the  National  Endowment,  we  have  far 


less  money  these  days  to  redistribute  in 
Mississippi.  Every  application  receives  close 
scrutiny." 

The  reason  the  Literary  Celebration 
continues  to  receive  top  funding  is  "be- 
cause of  its  value  to  the  state  and  region," 
Norman  said.  "Everybody  on  the  Humani- 
ties Council  is  very  much  aware  of  the 
Celebration  and  the  great  things  it  does."

Chapel  plans  progress

We  hope  to  be  "'goin'  to  the  chapel" 
soonat  Co-Lin.  As  fu  nds  continue  to  come 
in,  this  dream  could  be  a  reality  very  soon 
indeed. 

"We  have  topped  the  $  100,000  mark  in 
funds  for  thecha pel,"  says Tillmon  Bishop, 
chairman  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Alumni 
Association's  chapel  committee. 

"Many  ol  the  needed  items  have  been 
pledged  or  paid  for  and  dollars  for  the 
overall  project  cont  inue  to  build,"  he  added. 

During  this  year's  homecoming  lun- 
cheon Bishop  announced  to  the  crowd  that 
this  project  was  well  under  way.  A  scale 
model  of  the  proposed  building  was  avail- 
able for  all  to  see. 

"We  are  following  a  strategy  devel- 
oped last  summer  as  far  as  fund  raising  is 
concerned,"  Bishop  said 

Authorof  thestrategy  is  Ann  Hawkins, 
associate  foundation  director.  "We  are 
well  into  our  plans,  but  would  like  to  be 
farther  along  in  our  goal,"  said  Hawkins,  a 
1977  graduate  of  Co-Lin. 

Hawkins  noted  that  the  effort  began 
with  a  pre-homecoming  mailer  last  Sep- 
tember which  included  a  brochure  outlin- 
ing the  project.  "Through  that  initial  effort 
we  were  able  to  get  a  good  start  before 
Homecoming  Day,"  she  said. 

Since  that  time,  other  efforts  have 
includeda  phonathon  held  by  members  of 


the  EtaOmega Chapterof  Phi Theta  Kappa 
(PTK)  on  campus.  PTK  is  the  national 
community  college  honor  society  and  its 
members  gave  of  their  time  each  evening 
during  the  week  of  January  22. 

Theeffort  hasbrought  in  over$2,000 
so  far  and  the  total  continues  to  climb 
Over  300  calls  were  made  by  the  students 
a  nd  responses  ranged  from  "yes"  to  "please 
sendmore  information." 

"You  cannot  put  a  dollar  value  on  the 
goodwill  which  these  young  people  gained 
for  Co-Lin,"  said  Hawkins.  She  added  that 
the  effort  may  be  repeated  later  in  the 
spring. 

In  addition,  corporate  donors  as  well 
as  individuals  are  personally  being  con- 
tacted by  committee  members  at  this  time. 
Foundations  who  focus  on  this  type  project 
arou  nd  the  cou ntry  have  been  approached 
as  potential  donors  as  well. 

A  county  by  county  effort  is  in  the 
process  of  being  organized  at  this  point 
and  will  begin  soon.  "Once  we  designate 
some  leaders  in  each  cou  nty  to  help  us,  we 
will  be  on  our  way  with  this  effort,  too," 
Bishop  said. 

Spring  plans  include  solicitations  at 
district  churches  as  well  as  a  special  student 
solicitation  in  April.  A  special  drive  has 
already  been  help  for  faculty  and  staff 
members. 

Some  of  the  items  donated  so  far 


include  all  of  the  20  pews  available,  the 
piano,  the  organ,  six  of  the  eight  side 
windows  needed,  the  rose  window,  the 
pulpit  furniture,  the  bride's  room  furnish- 
ings, several  wood  doors,  and  some  of  the 
insulation.  Many  items  remain  available  for 
donation. 

"Everyone  who  gives  will  be  recog- 
nized," said  Burlian  Walker,  executive  di- 
rector of  foundation,  public  relations,  and 
alumni  affairs.  "When  appropriate  the 
recognition  will  be  placed  directly  on  the 
item  donated  andothers  will  be  recognized 
on  plaques,"  he  continued. 

Anyone  wishing  additional  informa- 
tion or  to  give  may  do  so  by  mailing  their 
tax-deductible  contribution  to  the  Founda- 
tion or  by  calling  Walker  at  643-8354  or 
Hawkinsat  643-8332. 

Also,  anyone  of  the  chapel  committee 
members  are  willing  and  ready  to  answer 
questions.

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Co-LlN  ADOPTS  "ACADEMIC  RESTART"  POLICY

The  "Academic  Restart"  policy  be- 
came official  at  the  February  1,  1996 
Board  of  Trustees  meeting.  After  several 
months  of  research  and  study  and  after 
lengthy  discussions  by  Deans,  Directors 
and  Division  Cairs,  a  formal  written  policy 
was  adopted  by  the  Instructional  Coun- 
cil, passed  on  to  the  President's  Cabinet 
for  approval,  and  finallygiven  the  stamp 
of  approval  by  the  Co-Lin  Board  on 
Thursday,  Feb.  1.  The  policy  becomes 
effective  on  July  1,  1996. 

What  exactly  does  this  new  policy 
sayand  what  does  it  do  forourstudents? 
A  copy  of  the  actual  policy  may  be 
obtained  from  my  office,  but  I  will  at- 
tempt to  summarize  the  major  points  of 
the  policy  here.  "Restart"  is  intended  to 
provide  an  opportunity  for  those  stu- 
dents who  attended  Co-Lin  years  ago 
and  did  poorly  academically  to  declare 
"academic  restart"  in  order  to  remove 
from  consideration  those  grades  of  many 
years  ago.  There  are  some  important 
conditions  which  apply  to  this  situation. 
Some  of  these  conditions  are:  1)  a 
student  must  be  out  ofCo-Lin  for  at  least 
8  regular  consecutive  semesters  (4  years) 
between  the  previous  work  and  the  dec- 
laration of  "restart";  2)  "academic  re- 
start" can  be  declared  only  once,  and 
once  it  has  been  declared  it  cannot  be 
undone;  3)  all  hours  earned  in  the 
period  prior  to  the  restart  will  be  disre- 
garded-students  will  not  be  able  to  pick 
and  choose  courses  from  previous 
enrollment (s)  to  apply  for  under  the 
policy;  4)  no  records  of  attendance  or 
grades  will  be  actually  erased  from  tran- 
scripts, but  the  work  prior  to  restart  will 
simply  be  disregarded  in  the  calculations 
of  grade  point  averages  (GPA).;  and  5) 
there  is  no  guarantee  that  universities 
will  honor  the  new  GPA,  since  all  work 
will  be  shown  on  the  actual  transcript. 

Rationale  for  this  new  policy  is  that 
manystudents  who  return  to  Co-Lin  after 
having  been  out  for  several  semesters 
find  that  their  earlier  years  at  Co-Lin 
were  not  academically  productive.  These 
students  are  faced  with  a  deficit  in  qual- 
ity points  and  a  low  GPA.  Sometimes  this 
deficit  in  earlier  grades  is  such  that  it 
prevents  these  students  from  graduating 
from  Co-Lin  In  many  cases  these  stu- 
dents simply  were  not  serious  about 
their  studies  during  their  earlier  experi- 
ences at  Co-Lin.  In  other  cases  students 
began  in  a  major  which  requ  ired  courses 


for  which   they  were   not   prepared, 
resulting  in  poor  grades. 

After  years  of  practical  experiences 
in  the  job  market  and/or  other  experi- 
ences, these  students  wish  to  return  to 
college  to  pursue  their  educational 
aspirations  with  muchclearer  perspec- 
tive of  their  life's  goals  and  with  a 
resolve    to    improve   their   academic

record.  In  an  effort  to  help  them  gain 
a  new  start  toward  reaching  their  edu- 
cational goals,  Copiah-Lincoln  has 
adopted  an  "Academic  Restart"  policy. 

To  activate  the  policy  a  student 
must  first  apply  in  the  Admissions 
Office  at  either  the  Wesson  Campus  or 
Natchez  Campus  by  signing  an  official 
"Restart  Declaration"  form.  The  Direc- 
tor of  Admissions  at  the  appropriate 
campuswill  then  check  their  record  to 
determine  whether  he/she  is  eligible 
under  policy  provisions.  If  a  student 
who  is  qualified  under  the  policy 
wishes  to  come  back  after  being  out  of 
Co-Lin  for  at  least  4  years,  he/she  will 
be  admitted  on  a  "provisional"  status. 
During  the  "provisional"  status  enroll- 
ment the  student  must  maintain  a  GPA 
of  2.5  or  higher  on  a  minimum  of  12 
semester  hours  (full  time  status).  If  the 
student's  GPA  is  less  than  2.5,  the 
student  will  not  be  allowed  to  declare 
academic  restart  for  the  last  enroll- 
ment before  8  more  semesters  have 
lapsed. 

1  must  caution  current  or  future 
students  who  might  think  of  this  policy 
as  an  "out"  that  the  policy  simply 
provides  an  option  for  those  students 


who  have  already  gotten  into  trouble 
academically  and  wish  to  mitigate  the 
circumstances  somewhat  so  that  they 
may  pursue  a  course  of  study  at  Co- 
Lin.  As  stated  above,  it  does  not  erase 
or  remove  any  previous  work  from  the 
transcript. 

I  know  of  a  number  of  students 
who  may  be  helped  by  this  new  policy 
Some  of  these  students  have  returned 
to  Co-Lin  with  a  new  perspective  and 
have   accumulated   a  very  high  GPA 
after  being  out  for  a  number  of  years 
These  students  will  be  greatly  helped 
in  many  cases  by  recalculating  their 
GPA's  based  only  on  the  new  work 
Some  may  be  able  to  meet  the  gradu- 
ation requirements  at  Co-Lin,  whereas, 
before  the  recalculation  they  might 
not  have  been  eligible  for  graduation.

Copiah-Lincoln's  Wesson  Campus 
Phi  Beta  Lambda Chapterwon 24  awards, 
11  first-places,  during  the  recent  PBL 
Leadership  Conference  held  in  Jackson. 
The  annual  competition  featured  stu- 
dents representing  more  than  thirty  ac- 
tive chapters  at  the  two-and-four  year 
colleges  and  universities  all  across  the 
state.  Co-Lin's  Nu  Kappa  Chapter  earned 
Mississippi's  "1996  Most  Outstanding 
Chapter  Award,"  its  ninth  state  champi- 
onship over  the  last  seventeen  years.
